Brandfort, 3S 
mllea nearer the Transvaal capital, la 
now Lord Roberts' headquarters. 

What particularly gratifies the Brit 
Ish public Is the evidence tliat the 
army^ of I^rd Roberts In the Orange 
FfM State has recovered Its miobiUty 
and' Is albih callable' ot undi»ribiklng 
the general advance, so lortg retarded. 

It is hardly expected that the Boers 
will make niufh of a stand south of 
Krpnstadt and possibly not there if 
LoVil ftdberti succeeds till etitlturing 
WInburg, thus Interposing; between the 
main federal army and the Boer forces 
m the neighborhood of Thaba N'Chu 
and Houtnek In which caae the latter 
would be forced to move further to 
the eastward In which direction their 
mobility would probably enable them 
to reach the Bethlehem and Har 
smith line of safety. 

The only opposition which the Brit 
ish encountered at Brandfort seems to 
have come from the Irish- American 



Ths central British army is now in 
line with the extreme left at R^oshof. 
under Lord Methuen, and the extreme 
right at Blandslagaate under General 
Bumr, so thit tb« ol^edienfii of these 
wings In co-operation with the main 
army may shortly be expected. 

An All Day's Battle. 

Brandfort, May 4 — During an all 
day's battle the Boer (Iffensive line re- 
mains intact and the British attempt 
to cut off Dewet and scatter the Boer 
force which Is threatening Robert's 
flank and rear has been a complete, 
failure so far. There was heavy fight- 
ing alohf the Thaba N' Chu-Sannaa 
Post road, the British being slowly 
beaten back. Dewet, coming from the 
Eoutb and Orobler and Lemler from 
the north on Monday caught British 
reinforcements for Thaba N' Chu, in 
tbs apex of »ngle, forcing their wltb- 
di«wal. In TtMsdlity's tfhtlng the 
Boers had the better positions but 
the British were superior in numbers. 

British Ocoiipv Brandfort. 
London, May i Lord Roberts re- 
givts'to the war office as follows under 
dite of BMetefohtein, Maiy "We 
occupied Brandfort without much op- 
position and without, I hope, many 
casualties. The first blrtgade of mount- 
ed Infantry coveted tfyi left flank of 
tie l4tii' brifiMie ot the seventh divi- 
sion and the right "flank was supported 
by the 15th brigade. Poie-Carew'a di- 
vision advanced directly .on Brandfort.

"Thaba N' Chu, May 4.— The Boera 
have evactuated Thaba N' Chu hill

The devotional exercises which pre- 
faced the day's work were conducted 
by Rev. H. J. Coiine ot Puget Sound 
university, while Bishop H. W. War- 
ren pre.sided o\ or the business KO.^.-^iou. 

Caleb H. Butterworth, the lay dele- 
gate if^hi New Jersey, was in his seat, 
the comniittee to which the protest 
against his being seated was referred 
ha\lng decided that his cn-dcnt ial.s 
were suIQclent There were many del- 
egates in the house with resolutions 
and papers concerning the amusement 
question. 

Rev. William Fawcett ot Chicago, 
though not a delegate himself, hau 
given hia views in favor ot greater 
liberty in the matter of amusements 
to delegates, while C. W. Pearson of 
the Nortiiwostcrn university, banded 
his plea to Secretary Monroe. Many 
others admitted to having resolutions 
on the subject. It w.-is predicted that 
there would be mucli discussion over 
the regohitlons. 

The first business ot the session was 
the presentation of the reports of the 
various committees tor the past quad* 
rennieum. 

The hours were lightened by some 
vivacious as weli as vigorous debate. 
Or. Henry Brown, Columbia river con- 
ference, brought the amusement ques- 
tion to the front early in the day by 
ottering a resolution which in sub- 
stance was ttiat the conference by 
proper action show the world that the 
church had not changed front on the 
amusement question. He asked, to 
forestall action by t^ose In favor of 
greater liberality in this matter, that 
rule M 6f th« Book of Discipline be 
for the next qiiadrennieum left sub 
stantlally unciiauged. A sharp debate 
on parliamentary technicalities fol- 
lowed, .resulting in the resolution be- 
ing referred to the comditttM on the 
state of the church. 

During a lull Dr. A. N. Craft. East 
Ohio conference, secured pa.<i8age of 
the resolution calling for a committee 
composed of one member ot each con- 
ference district to Inquire into the con- 
dition of tlie Methodist Theological 
seminaries. 

Rev. J. A. Kumler, of Illinois, then 
stirred up further debate by calling for

After further debate the com- 
mittee was reduced to 60 to b^ com- 
posed of an equal nombsr ot laymen 
and preachers. • 

Dr. William G. Wilson, of Iowa, in- 
troduced a resolution which caused the 
most active and vigorous debate of the 
sesBlon. The resolution read as fol- 
lows: "Resolved that no bishop or 
general conference officer shall receive 
anything above actual expenses for 
Bervic'te in' the de(!ticatlon and reopen- 
ing of churches, attending commence- 
ments of Methodist educational insti- 
tutions, or tor any similaf aervices 
whiph he might render the church." 

The Insinuation 1^ the resolution 
that the bishops had asked for more 
than actual expenses some times was re- 
ceived With Indtgnaht looks by the 
bfihol^ t&OniMtves and caused half a 
doleli geiit1eh«tt to cliita^' fbr recog- 
nition. The r^s<dhllOtt nnendid 
and adopted.

Failure;* h'itr April. 
New York, May 4.- Hradstreefs re- 
view shows failures in April were not 
only fewer than in any corresponding 
month for a number of years past, but 
they were 13 per cent smaller in num- 
ber than In March and were. In fact 
the lightest in any month since Sep- 
tember last year, when business embar- 
rassments, aid liabilities were the 
Hraallest repoi'ted In any month for at 
least seven years past. Liabilities 
showed even a larger shrinkage from 
the preceding month of March than 
did failures themselves, the decrease 
being nearly 21 per cent, but compareii 
with April a year ago, the falling off is 
only a fractional one, this being due 
mainly to the occurrence of a few large 
failures in New York City an d Boston 

Chispel Oiedleated. 

Paris, May 4.— Cardinal Richard, the 

archbishop of Paris, performed the 
ceremony of the dedication of the 
chapel In the Rue Jean Ooujon erected 
to the memory ot the charity bazaar 
victims, by Count and Countess Cas- 
tellanc. The monument is architect- 
urally a flue piece of work and its 
sculptural decorations are singularly 
appropriate to the role of a commemor- 
ative chapel. A cotossal statute ot the 
Mater Dolorosa, witli face upturned 
and arms outstretched toward heaven 
stands on a marble and bronse altar. 
The edifice was bung with sable trap- 
pings for the ceremony. Owing to the 
size of tlie ( liapel, only two represen- 
tatives of each family which suffered 
by the disaster were Invited. The de- 
dication ceremony consisted ot a low 
requem mass.

St. Louis, May 4.— The program tor 
the entcrtainmuit of Admiral and Mrs. 
Dewey during their visit in St Louli 
began at 10:30 a. m., when the mem- 
bers of the Merchants' Exchange and 
their families met the admiral and 
bade him welcome to St. l.ouis. 

Receptions, dinners and parades fol- 
lowed in quick succession. Admik'al 
and Mrs. Dewey breakfasted rather 
late, the long ride from Chicago and 
the parade at Jacksonville having 
tired the admiral considerably. 

Shortly after 10 a. m. a reception 
committee from the Merchants' Ex- 
change called on the admiral at the 
Planters' hotel and at 10:80 a. m. the 
admiral and Mrs. Dewey and Lieuten- 
ants Caldwell and Crawford were es- 
corted to carriages and driven to tho 
Merchants' Exchange where the flrst 
of a series Of receptions in their honor 
were held. 

A crowfl of several thousand people 
had gathered in front ot the Planters' 
hotel and stood in front of the Mer- 
chants' Exchange and the admiral was 
given an ovation all the way along the 
short drive to the entrance of the ex- 
change. The Interior of the exchange 
was tastefully decorated for the occa- 
sion. As Admiral I)i \vi y stepped nn 
the platform he was greeted with en- 
thusiastic applause and waving ot 
handkerchiefs which continued tor sev- 
eral minutes. 

President Whlt"law then made .a 
brief address, in behalf of the mem- 
bers of the excliange, welcoming Ad- 
miral and Mrs. Dewey to St. Louis. 

Admiral Dewey smilingly responded, 
assuring the members ot his pleasure 
at being in St. l.ouis. 

An informal reception was held. 
When the distinguished party was es- 
corted to carriages and taken for a 
drive through the park systems and 
along the beautiful boulevards and 
driveways of the west end.

"Tba ballet entered tbree and ona-half 
ini'lies to rijjht of riv»lit nipple and one 
half inch above a horizontal line drawn 
throagh both nipplaa and two and tbree 
olxteentlis from the iintcrior border o 
right axilla, tifty-two and one-hali inches 
from the level of ithe right beel, cat 
into the aixth rib, fracturing it, paaaed 
through the middle of the lower lobe of 
the right lung, passing out of tlie body 
between the ninth and tenth riba of 
right oide, thence behind the spinal 
colamn to make exit an inch and a half 
to the left of the apinus process fifty and 
oaven aizteantho inchaa from tba loval of 
the left Iieel.

Tha 
fractured ppiculae of rib pointed inward

•ix lixteentbs of an inch in dianeter, 
tha entrance wound lieiu^ considerably 
braiaad and diacolored, the exit woand 
clean and clear. In Iba long tioraa were 
found a aombar of aoiall splcolaa of 
bone." 

Dr. Jamfo R. Ely, a Frankfort phyol 

cian, testified that he helped to make the 
post-mortem examination. He corrob- 
orated Dr. Welch In a¥ary parUcalar, 
and in common parlance said the woando 
of entrance and exit were almost exactly 
the same size; that email splinters of 
the rib bone Were driven into the right 
lung, which could not have happened it 
the IjiiIIet had been tired from behind 
that the bullet struck no other bone 
than tba rib. —

In the Circait Coart at Fraaklort Fri- 
day in hearing the motion of W. H. Cul- 
ton, one of the Goebel murder suspects, 
for bail, the Commonwealth brought oct 
oaasatioaal evidence all going to show 
tha daonsbia deed waa prearranged. 

Capt. John F. Hawn, of Barbourville, 
wai the first witness. Ha said John 
Pbwars asked him on Jaonsry 25 to take 
his company of State guards to Frank- 
fort in citizena' clothes, with uniforms 
and ammonitioa oonoaalad and their 
guns. To thia Hawa said ha damorrad 
strongly 

"Next morning he came to me again," 
said Hawn. "He said if I did not have 
a full company on hand he would get 
enough men to make up a command of 
eighty men. Caleb Powers saw me later 
and told me a life and death struggle was 
>;alng on at Frankfort. He wanted to 
swear me to secrecy, bat I^told him that, 
being a Democrat, I did not care to hear 
liis plane. lie then wanted me to turn 
my company over to Second Lieatonant 
Gibson, with tha ammaaitioa. I de- 
clined to do so unless he bad instruc- 
tions from Gov. Taylor, but ba declined 
to wire for orders, on grooad that the 
Western Union people were not friendly 
to his side, and he feared the message 
would leak out." 

Next Jack Chinn was called. "The 
shots came from thia direction," aaid 
Chinn, indicating the Secretary of State's 
ofltee on the plat near him. "I did not 
anyone shooting, bat the second win- 
dow Irom the corner hnildinp," again 
pointing to the Secretary's office, "waa 
raiaed abont eighteen or twenty Inebes. 
Eph Llllard called my attention to it." 

"Did you shoot Goebel?" asked Frank- 
lin, the Commonwealth'^ Attomay. 

"I did not. I had no pistol out, and I 
waa never in Goebel 's rear. The llrst 
shot waa the keen crack of a ride, and 
the otbera were mufUed, as if fired back 
in the building." 

V. I. Stefley, who saw Goebel fall, was 
called. He was leaning against a pillar 
on the State Hoaaa- porch Watehing Goe- 
bel. Ha bad navar before toatifl -d. He 
said : 

"Tha oonnd of tha shots cama from the 
E.tecativa boilding. As I ran toward 
'>ebel I thought I saw a rifla barrel 
sticking out of the secoad or third win- 
do* from the southwest corner of the 
)uilding on the first floor. As I lookrd 
thegunwaswithdra^Mi, atui the window, 
which was open, was closed. I saw a lit- 
tle smoke rising above the third window 
n the secoad floor aftar Uia volley of 
mnflled shots." 

On cross-examination Steffey said: 
'When the first shot was fired, (ioebel 
apun clean around and fell on hia right 
tnaa. Ha triad to get np and then fell 
back. Jack Chinn was by his side, a few 
inches behind him or a few inches in 
front, I don't know whioh. Whaa Goe- 
tjel fell Chinn left him, and advanced 
three or four yards toward me. I saw 
uwo feet of the barrel of the rifle as it 
palled into the window. I think 
the last three shots wera firad from a pis- 
tol." 

Judge Ben Williams teotifled as fol- 
ows: "I was standing at tha front of the 

Capitol building on the morning of the 
murder when Culton, Berry Howard and 
third man mat near me and had a 
whispered conversation. This third man 
had an evil visage. When they separ- 
ated, tha third maa waat to tha Adju- 
tant General's oflice after surveying the 
yard and surroundings carefully. In a 
few minutes Oocbal was shot." 

Wade Watts, a negro porter at the Ex- 
ecutive building, said be saw Hariand 
Whittaker, Silas Jones, Oraan Golden 
and others, inclnding many armed moun- 
taineers, about the Capitol before the 
shooting. 

"Just aftar tha ahooting," aaid tha 
negro, "Mr. Tontaay ran dowa iato the 
basement at the east end, and came run- 
ning throagh tl^o barber shop, laying, 
■My God. whafa aU tlM iboottngf 
he started oot ha aidd to aonabody alaa, 
'TbethUigisLupatlaat.' 

"Thia othar panoa had aakad him 
what waa the matter.

"I beard some of the mnnotain men 
say things would be settled on Tuesday."
